The gravity of the erurtion of 
Mt. Etna Is Indicated by the aband- 
onment of tlie railway stations of 
Molo jiiid Aliantara at the north of 
tti<! volcano. Alcantara marl;cil tin. 
limit of the lava flow in the erup- 
tion of IRT'.t. Molo was threatened 
at the time, but escaped. 

The eruption means great sutfer- 
Ing for the peasantry, Tba alopes 
of Etna, with an area of more than 
4 00 square miles, support a popu- 
lation more dense than that of any 
other portion of Sicilv or Italy. 
There are sixty-five cities and vil- 
lages in the entire area, and the 
number of inhabitsnta which obtain 
u excellent agricultural Uvtag 
from the fertne lava beds, totals 
more than tOO.OOO.

A Jail where honor l« tho bolt 
and truttworthliiPKB the bars; where 
there it' neither lock nor key, and 
where the prisoner* come and go 
*»P*renttr of their own trw will; 
where there sre no grlm-Tleased 
buildings nor f rownlnf' wklla, where 
the few Kuards emplojred move 
about In an unoitentatlouB manner 
— such is the new workhouse of the 
District of Columbia, located In Vlr- 
Slnta, acrow the river from the 
qnalnt and ancient town ot Oeeo- 
4lttan. 

This i)(>nal Institution le in a elaee 
by Itself. There Is not another one 
of Ita character In the I nlted States. 
Vren In Its newness, with an 
amount of detail yet to be worked 
«at, It U hard tor the visitor to 
reallie that he Is In a plaee ot pun- 
ishment, and when alt the plans^ot 
"W. H. WhItUker, the superintend- 
ent, are realized, the 1,150-acre 
tract which ConKress provided as 
the temporary home ot Washing- 
ton's lawbreakers, will more re- 
asmhls the -ooontrr Mtato ot a 
wealthjr eltlaen than a place ot de- 
tention and cometkm of malotae- 
tors. 

Yet the Iron hand of the law Is 
there. It may be Inrased In silk, 
I'll! iis grip Is Just as hard as It was 
In the olden days when n dungeon 
and b re a d and water were consld- 
Ored almost too good for those who 
wander from the paths ot rectitude. 
Superintendent Whittaker Is the 
soul of kindness and patience. He 
believes that In every man and wo- 
man there Is good, and he Is dolni; 
all In Ills power to bring that Rood 
to the top. But his charges must 
also do their share. The rules of 
the Institution ar* made with the 
end In view that they shall be as 
little Irksome as possible, but those 
rules must be obeyed, and to the 
letter. Infrartlons are punished — 
not by the old methods ot flogging 
and Incarceration In dark reiis — as 
a matter ot fact there Is not a cell. 
In the true meanlnc of the word. In 
tfie whole placo — but the offender 
Is put on a bread and water dtot 
and required to Stand a certain 
number of hours handcuffed to a 
railing. There Is no hanslni; up by 
the thumbs. The man Is allowed to 
Stand In a natural position and for 
no longer a period than It would 
require him to do f day's work. But 
the punishment la sulBelent. The 
bread and waur diet, whon the oth- 
er prisoners are enjoying three 
square meals a day, does the busi- 
ness. . The most obstreperous char- 
acter soon relents and promises to 
be good. 

One of the remarkable things 
about the new workhouse Is the( 
opportunity given prisoners to es- 
cape — an opportunity of which, ex- 
cept In rare Instances, they do not 
avail themselves. The tract of 
ground on which the Institution Is 
located oomprl^ 1,160 acres. 
Work Is being carried on In almost 
•very section of the tract. The 
'guards are few and fir between. 
PAsoners drive teams about the 
country unaccompanied by anyone. 
They po from plare to place alone, 
but, strange to say, they always 
ahow up at meal times. 

Inelodng the buildings In which 
the prlsonars eat and sleep Is a 
barbed wire tence, and this place 
Is called, for the sake of calling It 
something, the stockade. The only 
entrance to this stockade Is guard- 
ed by a prisoner, and a one-armed 
prisoner at that. No guards patrol 
the place with rifles slung across 
their shoulders. The "pack ot 
bloodhounds" which every Institu- 
tion Is supposed to keep,' consists 
of one dog and his principal duty 
In the dnv time poems to be frater- 
nlzinn with the prisoners. 

There must, of course be some 
reason tor this peculiar state of af- 
fairs. No man, ao matter how well 
he Is treated, wants to give up his 
nberty and "do time" for the SUte. 
Superintendent Mlilttaker's answer 
to the problem Is: "I put the men 
on their honor, and every man who 
comes down here, no niatfer how 
low he has tallen, has a certain 
amount ot honor. I think that the 
liberty of an Individual taken from 
htm by process of law ahould be 
the only punishment in a penal, dr 
reformatory Institution, IliO.jqi^ 
tan In our institutions that 



the strongest -appeal to the man- 
hood of a normal subject, while 
confined, la the one that will bring, 
through his consolenee, suck PO>- 
tshment as will be lastlnfg and ef- 
fective. Three to tour years' train- 
ing, with the modern up-to-date 
methods of reformation, will re- 
deem to society 96 per tent of all 
normal boys coavleted ot crime. 
Reformation In penal and reforma- 
tory Igstltattoas cannot be snocees- 
tul unless there is 9, parfsct system 
of moral Instruction, and unless all 
officers. Instructors nnd teachers 
are living examples of true citizen- 
ship." 

Mr. Whittaker Is not an Idealist 
or a dreamer. He practlcea what 
he preaches, and the tact that he Is 
getting results proves that'^be knows 
whereof he speaks. Guards are not 
allowed to strike the prlson^ers or 
to swear at them. They treat them 
kindly, and in return expect their 
charges to livo np to tfeo mnla- 
tlons. ; .. < 

The olBelala ot the institution are 
watching with latereat an experi- 
ment Mr. Whittaker is making with 
one of his young charges. The 
youth in question was sentenced to 
a year's Imprisonment. He had 
been at the plare but a short time 
when he ran away. He was recap- 
tured and was given a plain, 
straight talking to by the superin- 
tendent, who told hlB that he In- 
tended to give him one more 
chance, and ho put him to the task 
of driving his antombblle. The lad 
8eenie<l to appreciate the kindness 
shown him, and takes as much in- 
terest In keeping the machine in 
good condition as doaa Its owner. 
He has ehanoes to saenpo every day. 
Mr. WhitUker saya he wUl not 
avail himself ot them.

\yhlle there have been 2C3 Popes, 
there are only 78 different names 
In the list.. Twenty-three bora the 
name of Joannes, 16 that ot Greg- 
ory, 14 Clements. 14 Benedict, IS 
Leo, i:! Innocent, 10 PlUB, 10 8to- 
phen, i> Doniface, • Aleundar and 
8 I'rban. 

There have been six Popes named 
Hadrian, while each of the names 
Paul Slxtns, Nicbolaa. Martin and 
Coelestlne baa been borne by five 
Popes. There were four Eugenes, 
four HonoreR and four named .\n- 
astaalum. P'our otliers were named 
Sergius and four more Felix. 

The names that appear thrte 
timee in the list are Julius, Call::- 
lua, Lucius and Victor. The names 
that appear only twice are Marc?l- 
Ina. Oelasium, Paahalts, Demasus. 
Sylveater, Agapetns, Marlnus, Theo- 
dorus.

Plus I. became Pope In 14'2.

Although there have been 10 
Stephens, there has been none since 
10.j7. All the 211 Popes who were 
named Joannes luled the cliur'.h 
between 'L':; and 1410, an Dver.i;e 
of nearly three to a century.

The last Pope of that name, Clem" 
ents XIV,, appeared In 1769., Thar* 
were more than 14 centuries be- 
tween Leo 1. and Leo XIII.
